REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 


OF  THE 

YORKSHIRE  PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY, 

February,  1910. 


'P'HE  great  event  in  the  past  year  in  the  history  of  the 
Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society  has  undoubtedly  been 
the  Great  Historic  Pageant,  which  was  held  in  the  Museum 
Gardens  in  the  latter  part  of  July.  The  Grand  Stand  was 
commenced  in  March  and  finished  in  May,  and  had  a  seating 
capacity  of  nearly  6000,  and  it  is  a  source  of  much  gratification 
to  your  Council  that,  neither  in  the  erection  of  the  Stand,  nor 
in  its  removal,  any  accident  occurred  to  the  joiners,  the 
members  of  our  Society,  or  the  general  public.  So  far  from 
complaining  of  the  restriction  of  their  rights  in  the  Gardens, 
by  reason  of  the  considerable  space  occupied  by  the  Grand 
Stand  and  Arena,  our  Members  flocked  in  hundreds  every 
evening  to  listen  to  the  rehearsals,  and  appeared  thoroughly 
to  enjoy  the  new  source  of  amusement  found  for  them  by  the 
indulgence  of  the  Pageant  authorities.  Not  only  was  the 
gate  money  materially  increased,  but  a  sum  of  £320  was 
received,  as  the  stipulated  one-third  of  the  profits,  by  your 
Society  and,  in  addition,  the  claim  for  damages  to  the  turf, 
walks,  Ac.,  estimated  by  your  Council  at  £100,  was  paid,  and 
has  been  partially  expended  in  resodding  and  sowing  down 
with  grass  seed  the  area  occupied  by  the  stand.  The  site  of 
the  arena  suffered  very  little  damage,  and  by  next  summer 
your  Council  confidently  believe  that  no  ill  effects  will  remain,

PART  I. —CONTINENTAL. 


B.  Plain  Wares  (Miscellaneous). 

i.  Vases  with  Incised  Decoration. 

The  York  specimens  of  this  rare  description  of  sigillata  ware  are 
exceptionally  fine  and  numerous,  and  have  been  derived  from 
Lezoux,  the  only  one  of  the  potteries  in  Central  and  Southern 
Gaul  in  which  it  was  produced.  An  inferior  kind  found  at 
Vermand  (Eck,  Les  deux  cemetieres  gallo-romans  de  Vermand  et  de  St. 
Quentin ,  1891,  p.  146,  plate  X.,  9)  and  Boulogne  (Sauvage,  Notes 
d'archeologie  gallo-romaine.  Boulogne,  s.d.  p.  9)  was  made  in  the 
north  or  east  of  Gaul. 

The  incised  patterns  (consisting  of  oval  and  circular  facets, 
grooves,  stars,  and  even  animals),  are  in  imitation  of  the  technique 
of  glass  vases  with  ornaments  wheel-cut  on  their  surface.  Deche- 
lette,  II.,  p.  312. 

The  usual  forms  are  ollae  (form  72),  bowls  (form  41),  and  jars 
with  pedestailed  foot  (form  52)  ;  but  deversoria,  or  upright  sided 
rnortaria,  were  also  manufactured  at  Lezoux.  Dechelette,  II., 
plate  VI. 

Association  with  barrel-shaped  glass  bottles  with  two  handles 
bearing  the  mark  of  Frontinus  (FRON)  in  the  cemeteries  of 
Vermand  and  Boulogne,  fix  the  date  of  the  incised  pottery  from 
the  northern  centre  as  of  the  end  of  the  III.  and  beginning  of  the 
IV.  centuries  ;  to  the  beginning  of  the  III.  century  belongs  that  of 
superior  technique  from  Lezoux.  Dechelette,  op.  cit.  p.  313. 
According  to  Kcenen,.p.  112,  plate  XVIII.,  21,  it  is  found  only  in 
late  Roman  grave  fields,  A.D.  250  and  later.  The  productions  of 
Lezoux  must,  however,  belong  to  a  date  preceding  the  destruction 
of  the  potteries  about  A.D.  259.

3.  Shallow  bowl,  form  36,  Lezoux  fabric. 

Fine  lustrous  dark  red  glaze. 

On  the  surface  of  the  wide  curved  rim  a  row  of  leaves  with  stalks  en 
bavbotine.

8.  Bowl,  form  35. 

On  the  surface  of  the  wide  rim  a  row  of  leaves  on  stalks  en  bavbotine.

9.  Rim-fragment  of  Bowl,  form  36.  German  fabric  ? 

Dark  grey  paste  and  black  glaze, — the  black  colour  possibly  produced  by 
secondary  burning,  during  a  conflagration. 

Round  the  edge  a  V-shaped  groove,  and  on  the  surface  leaves  on  stalks 
partly  overlapping  one  another,  cn  bavbotine. 


Plate  IX. 

10.  Large  Bowl,  form  38  nearly. 

Round  the  outside,  half  an  inch  below  the  edge  of  the  upright  rim,  a  wide 
curved  flange,  ornamented  on  the  surface  with  a  row  of  leaves  on  stalks 
en  bavbotine.

4.  Upright  Vase,  with  pedestal  foot,  form  54  nearly. 

Dull  red  glaze. 

Round  the  body  four  heart-shaped  leaves  with  stalks  en  bavbotine. 

This  type  of  vessel  appears  about  the  time  of  Constantine  I. 
(beginning  of  IV.  Century),  according  to  Koenen,  p.  111,  XVIII. 
15  ;  Walters,  Cat.  M  132 — 3,  fig.  78;  Guildhall  Mus.  Cat.,  p.  102, 
No.  594,  plate  XLIV.,  6. 
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They  occur  as  early  as  the  middle  of  the  II.  Century,  (Jakobi, 
Das  Kastell  Saalburg,  I.,  p.  427,  fig.  64,  No.  24 — 25),  and  are  common 
in  the  sepulchres  of  the  north  and  east  of  Gaul,  dating  from  the 
III.  and  IV.  Centuries,  but  mostly  date  from  the  III.  Century. 

By  their  distribution  they  are  shown  to  have  been  made  some¬ 
where  in  the  Rhine  district.

Plate  VIII. 

7a.  Small  Bulbous  goblet,  form  54  nearly. 

Reddish  paste  coated  with  dark  brown  glaze  of  metallic  lustre. 

Round  the  body,  between  a  wavy  line  and  row  of  short  strokes,  a  band  of 
ornament  consisting  of  dots  and  curves  between  letters  DAMI,  painted  in  white 
slip. 

7b.  Similar  vessel. 

Reddish  paste  coated  with  a  greenish  brown  bronze-like  glaze. 

Round  the  body,  between  a  curved  line  and  two  rows  of  short  strokes,  two 
bands  of  ornament,  the  upper  one  formed  by  the  large  capital  letters  VIVATIS, 
and  the  lower  consisting  of  lines  and  dots  to  represent  bunches  of  grapes  in 
white  slip. 

7c.  Similar  vessel  coated  with  black  glaze. 

Round  the  body,  bordered  by  a  wavy  line  and  row  of  short  strokes,  the 
letters  only — DAMI — in  white  slip. 

This  vessel  forms  part  of  a  grave-group  represented  by  Plate 
VIII.,  6,  and  is  associated  with  (1)  a  dark  grey  olla  decorated  round 
the  body  with  a  white  band  scored  across  diagonally  with  black 
lines  forming  a  trellis  pattern,  containing  burnt  bones,  and  (2)  a 
hexagonal  glass  flask  with  handle, — a  form  common  in  the  time  of 
Hadrian,  A.D.  116—136  (Hettner,  Trier  Museum  Cat.,  p.  105,  fig. 
107,  No.  3)  and  later.  The  group,  therefore,  belongs  probably  to 
the  latter  half  of  the  II.  or  beginning  of  the  III.  Century. 


4.  Red  Glazed  Ware,  with  Hatched  Patterns. 

This  type  of  sigillata  is  so  rare  as  to  be  represented  in  the  British 
Museum  Catalogue  by  only  six  fragments,  M  2846 — 51. 

One  example,  obtained  at  Neuss,  is  described  as  a  late  sigillata 
bowl  with  roulette  ornamentation,  half  preserved,  Lehner, 
Novaesium,  p.  336,  plate  XXVI.,  34. 

Kcenen,  p.  104,  plate  XVI.,  23,  mentions  a  similar  bowl  with 
conical  and  notched  impressions  as  being  common  in  graves  of 
the  Antonine  period,  A.D.  140 — 190.

Light  red  paste,  thin  dull  red  glaze  or  slip. 

Round  the  lower  portion  of  the  body  a  band  of  roulette  impressed  notches 
in  horizontal  and  nearly  vertical  rows. 

Colchester  Mus.,  Gen.  Collection,  1484,  is  a  fragment  of  a 
similar  bowl. 

14.  Side-fragment  of  straight  sloping  sided  cup,  form  49. 
Red  paste  and  glaze. 

Portion  of  a  band  of  roulette  hatching  and  base  mouldings. 

Guildhall  Mus.  Cat.,  p.  98,  Nos.  462,  464,  plate  XLV.,  6,  8. 

Several  fragments  of  similar  cups  with  roulette  hatching  from 
Wilderspool  are  in  Warrington  Museum  ;  and  others  have  recently 
been  found  at  Corbridge. 


5.  Stamped  Wares. 

This  is  a  late  description  of  sigillata,  which  is  also  extremely 
rare  in  the  peculiar  pattern  of  sunk  squares  represented  at  York. 
Only  one  example  is  recorded  in  the  British  Museum  Catalogue, 
M  180,  fig.  86,  on  a  bowl,  form  37. 

One  fragment  of  a  bowl  in  Colchester  Museum  of  fine  hard 
orange  red  paste,  has  a  spiral  pattern  stamped  round  the  inside 
surface  of  the  rim  in  a  similar  way  to  the  one  now  illustrated.

Large  Dish,  form  51. 

Thin  pinkish  red  glaze  or  slip. 

On  the  suface  of  the  wide  brim  a  V-shaped  groove,  within  which  are  five 
rows  of  stamped  squares  of  small  size,  closely  conjoined.

Terra  Sigillata.  (Size  about  ±  linear). 
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The  drain  through  Mr.  Milburn’s  yard  was  continued  under 
the  dwelling  house  and  shop  to  Petergate.  At  a  depth  of 

6  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  street,  the  workmen  came  to  a 
wall  (PL  Lb)  consisting  of  a  block  of  grit-stone,  8  inches 
thick,  resting  on  a  mass  of  concrete,  4  feet  thick.  This  was 
the  foundation  of  a  portion  of  a  wall  at  right  angles  to  the  wall 
first  exposed.  The  western  face  of  this  returned  wall  was 

7  feet  from  the  Petergate  frontage. 

The  excavator,  Mr.  T.  H.  L.  Yardley,  in  digging  for  the 
gateway  foundations,  was  fortunate  in  striking  at  once  the 
proper  place,  and  came  across  a  portion  (PL  I.c)  of  the 
Roman  Wall  at  a  depth  of  2  feet  3  inches.  The  wall  was 
bared  for  a  length  of  5  feet.  It  is  4  feet  4  inches  high,  and 
rested  on  concrete  which  projects  7  J  inches  beyond  the  wall 
face.  The  wall  is  4  feet  6  inches  wide,  formed  of  concrete 
and  faced  on  both  sides  with  courses  formed  of  small  blocks, 
on  the  exterior  (PL  II.  Fig.  1)  of  “  Tadcaster  ”  stone  and  the 
interior  (PI.  II.  Fig.  2)  of  grit-stone.  The  exterior  facing  is 
superior  to  that  of  the  interior.  One  small  block  of  grit¬ 
stone  was  built  in  along  the  exterior  base  course. 

The  northern  end  of  the  wall  is  broken,  and  consists  of 
concrete  without  the  facing  stones.  This  makes  the  wall 
appear  as  having  at  one  time  been  continuous,  and  as  having 
been  broken  through  for  the  insertion  of  the  gateway,  but  that 
this  is  not  so,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  grit-stone  founda¬ 
tion  platform  is  some  18  inches  under  the  wall  concrete. 

1'he  gateway  has  been  formed  of  large  blocks  of  Millstone 
Grit,  probably  brought  along  the  rivers  Wharfe  and  Nidd  to 
York.  The  grit-stone  foundation  (PL  III.  Fig.  3)  projects  1  foot 
7  inches  from  the  wall.  It  is  2  feet  11  inches  on  the  face,  and 
then  recessed  3  feet  8  inches.  The  grit-stone  foundation,  SJ 
inches  thick,  rests  on  concrete  at  least  2  feet  9  inches  deep. 
It  is  returned  at  right  angles  to  the  wall,  and  has  a  width 
varying  from  6  feet  to  6  feet  6  inches.  At  a  distance  of  6  feet 
2  inches  from  the  recess  face  a  grit  block  (PL  I.  and  PL  III. 
Fig.  4)  3  feet  2  inches  wide,  2  feet  4  inches  long,  and  12  inches 
thick,  is  the  sole  remnant  of  the  first  course  above  the  grit-stone 
foundation.  The  grit  platform  is  cut  off'  by  the  foundation  for 
the  cellar  of  the  adjoining  house. 
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sculptured.  It  is  3  feet  3  inches  long,  15  inches  high  and  18 
inches  thick.  The  fourth  (PI.  V.  Fig  8)  is  the  figure  of  a  sphinx 
or  some  imaginary  animal,  and  is  2  feet  1  inch  long,  1  foot 
1  inch  high  and  10J  inches  in  thickness.  These  were  pre¬ 
sented  to  the  Museum  in  1835  by  Mr.  Tilney.  The  base  of  a 
pier  found  at  the  same  place  probably  belonged  to  the  gate¬ 
way.  Some  fragments  of  pillars  were  also  found  in  1877.* 

In  1852,  the  Ordnance  Map  to  a  scale  of  5  feet  to  a  mile 
was  issued,  and  the  gateway  is  indicated.  The  wall  is  shown 
returned  for  a  distance  of  9  feet,  at  the  end  of  which  another 
wall  crosses  it  at  right  angles,  and  the  latter  encloses  a 
rectangular  building,  some  15  feet  square.  This  information 
was  probably  supplied  by  Wellbeloved,  who  died  in  1858. 
The  Ordnance  Map,  issued  in  1891  to  a  scale  of  4130  inches 
to  a  mile,  does  not  indicate  the  gateway. 

The  area  investigated  is  so  limited  that  it  only  reveals  a 
small  portion  of  the  western  wall,  probably  of  a  guard  house 
with  its  eastern  wall  under  the  street.  The  data  obtained 
are  too  meagre  to  give  the  form  of  the  gate  house.  The 
writer  would  only  suggest  that  the  plan  of  the  gateway  was 
similar  to  plans  of  corresponding  gateways  on  the  Roman 
Wall — the  roadway  spanned  by  a  double  portal  and  having  a 
guard  house  on  each  side.  The  gateway  site  was  continued 
across  Petergate  and  under  the  houses  on  the  opposite  side. 
The  guard  houses  seem  to  have  been  about  20  feet  square 
inside.  The  elevation  spanning  the  roadway  appears  from 
the  pillars  and  sculptured  stones  to  have  been  of  an  elaborate 
character. 

Although  the  plan  of  the  N.W.  gateway  is  so  fragmentary, 
it  is  probable  that  if  an  excavation  of  the  N.E.  one  along  Lord 
Mayor’s  Walk  was  made,  it  would  lay  bare  the  plan  of  an 
entire  gateway,  as  the  site  is  free  from  buildings  and  under 
the  moat.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL  FOR  I909. 


Archaeology. — The  Curators  have  had  considerable  anxiety 
during  the  year  respecting  the  condition  of  the  ruins  of  St. 
Leonard’s  Hospital,  the  portion  of  the  Roman  Wall  within 
the  Society’s  grounds,  and  the  Multangular  Tower.  The 
glass  inserted  in  several  of  the  windows  of  St.  Leonard's  has 
proved  beneficial,  and  a  sub-committee  appointed  to  see  to  the 
matter  have  now  decided  upon  the  extension  of  these  glazing 
operations.  Experiments  have  also  been  made  for  the  surface 
preservation  of  the  walls  by  means  of  various  fluids,  and  when 
Dr.  Tempest  Anderson  has  decided  on  the  best  method,  the 
Committee  hope  to  do  some  useful  work  in  this  direction. 
Preservation  work  has  also  begun  in  connection  with  the 
Multangular  Tower,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  George  Benson, 
who  has  kindly  undertaken  the  supervision  of  the  operations. 
Loose  stones  are  to  be  made  secure ;  fallen  ones  replaced  ; 
all  vegetable  growths  to  be  removed ;  and  some  amount  of 
pointing  to  be  done  where  absolutely  necessary. 

An  interesting  excavation  has  been  made  in  Mr.  Milburn’s 
yard,  near  Bootham  Bar,  where  a  fine  piece  of  Roman  Wall 
has  been  laid  bare.  Measurements  and  drawings  have  been 
made  by  Mr.  Benson,  which  will  be  preserved  in  the  Society’s 
Report. 

In  pulling  down  some  buildings  at  the  village  of  Copman- 
thorpe,  a  number  of  moulded  stones  were  found  built  in  the 
walls.  They  had  evidently  been  taken  from  the  Templars’ 
House  in  that  village.  Several  of  the  best  examples  have 
been  secured  for  the  Society. 

The  collection  of  archaeological  fragments  in  the  lower  room 
of  the  “  Hospitum  ”  still  require  attention.  Re-arrangement 
and  re-labelling  will  necessitate  great  care.  But  the  work 
is  necessary  and  should  be  undertaken  during  the  coming 
year. 


Botany. — The  specimens  in  the  Herbarium  are  in  good 
condition.  Mr.  James  Fraser  Robinson,  the  author  of  “  The 
Flora  of  the  East  Riding  of  Yorkshire,”  has  kindly  contributed 
some  interesting  specimens  of  flowering  plants,  the  names  of 
which  will  be  found  on  page  32.  Donations  : — Nymphsea 
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lutea  var.  intermedia  Ledeb,  from  Chartner’s  Lough,  Nor¬ 
thumberland  ;  Lathyrus  palustris,  Linn  ;  Carex  paradoxa, 
Willd ;  Lastrsea  Thelypteris,  Presl ;  from  the  East  Riding, 
Yorkshire. 

Entomology. — The  Hon.  Curator  reports  :  No  additions 
have  been  made  to  the  Entomological  collection  during  the 
past  year.  The  cabinets  have  been  carefully  inspected  from 
time  to  time,  and  the  condition  and  order  of  the  specimens 
contained  in  them  is  quite  satisfactory. 

The  “  Allis  ”  collection  of  British  Lepidoptera  was  exhibited 
in  the  Museum,  probably  for  the  first  time,  at  a  conversazione 
of  the  Naturalists’  Section  of  the  Society  in  April,  and  afforded 
much  interest  to  a  large  number  of  members  and  friends. 

Geology. — During  the  year  the  Society’s  collection  has 
been  enriched  by  the  gift  of  the  collection  of  fossils  made  by 
the  late  President  of  the  Society,  Sir  Charles  Strickland. 
deputation  from  the  Society  visited  the  collection  at  Hildenley 
Hall,  and  arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  selection  of 
suitable  type  specimens  for  the  Museum,  the  remainder  being 
given  to  the  local  educational  institution. 

Meteorology. — Statistics  of  Station  : — Longitude,  i°  5'  W.  ; 
Latitude,  53°  57'  N.  ;  height  above  mean  sea  level  56  feet. 

Temperature  ranged  in  1909  between  10  F.  and  82°  F.,  the 
average  mean  Temperature  for  the  year  being  47'yc  F.  as 
compared  with  qS'S"  F.  for  1908.  The  lowest  Temperature 
was  recorded  on  December  21st,  when  the  absolute  minimum 
thermometer  read  ioc  F.,  while  the  highest  reading  was  taken 
on  August  9th,  when  the  reading  was  82°  F.,  a  falling  off  of  2" 
as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

A  Mean  Pressure  of  29*916  inches  at  normal  temperature  and 
mean  sea  level  has  been  recorded  as  against  29.984  inches  for 
1908.  March  was  again  lowest  with  29.520  inches,  December 
next  with  29*623  inches,  and  February  was  highest  with  30*136 
inches,  and  May  next  with  30*106.  The  extreme  range  of 
pressure  was  2*377  inches  as  compared  with  2*011  inches  in 
1908  and  2*470  in  1907  :  the  highest  reading,  30*682  inches, 
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PHILOSOPHICAL  SOCIETY  for  Year  ending  31st  DEC.,  1909.

1.  Olla,  form  82. 

Round  the  body  incised  patterns  consisting  of  curved  and  straight  leaves 
with  feathered  edges,  oblique  rows,  half  of  a  star  formed  of  finely  cut  grooves 
imitating  cut  glass  and  resembling  the  folds  of  a  fan,  with  an  encircling  wreath. 

Walters,  Cat.  M  2380,  fig.  233. 

Dechelette,  II.,  plate  V.,  1,  3. 

2.  Bowl,  form  41  nearly. 

Round  the  body  finely  cut  grooves  forming  triangles,  lozenges  with  cross 
diagonals,  palm  branches,  &c. 

2.  Vases  with  Barbotine  Decoration. 

The  ornaments  are  applied  with  a  brush,  spatula,  or  pipette,  in 
the  form  of  a  semi-fluid  slip,  to  the  body  of  the  vessel  before 
glazing. 

The  practice  of  ornamenting  in  barbotine  was  common  in 
Central  Europe  before  its  appearance  on  the  red  glazed  wares 
{terra  sigillata )  about  to  be  described.  Walters,  Cat.  lii.  It  was 
employed  for  leaves,  wreaths,  and  tendrils,  rings,  scales,  knobs, 
engrailments  (and  in  forming  the  separate  features  of  the  so-called 
‘  face-vases  ’)  on  bowls,  urns  or  ollae  of  thin  hard  black,  blue-black, 
leather  brown,  or  dull  colour-coated  paste,  known  as  Belgic, 
Upchurch,  and  Cologne  wares,  according  to  their  places  of  manu¬ 
facture,  style  and  material. 

Such  wares  are  well  represented  in  the  York  museum  by  the 
black  and  grey  ollae  having  a  band  of  rustic  work  round  the  body 
in  the  form  of  loops,  honey-comb  pattern,  diminutive  mountain 
chains,  and  rough  edged  ribs  running  obliquely,  with  polished 
plain  bands  and  girth  grooves  above  and  below,  strongly  resem¬ 
bling  the  stunted  bronze  ewers,  pails  or  buckets  with  oblique 
flirtings  found  in  Lower  Germany,  which  they  appear  to  imitate.

It  passed  to  Britain  in  the  I.  century,  and  was  practised 
successfully  at  Castor  (ancient  Durobvivae ),  near  Peterborough, 
for  figures  of  men  and  animals,  &c.,  on  dull  black  colour-coated 
jars  of  pale  paste.

ii.  Base-fragment  of  tall  vase,  with  pedestal  foot. 

Round  the  body  a  portion  of  the  scroll  ornament  with  leaves. 

Such  vessels  were  ornamented  with  leaves,  scrolls,  and  grotesque 
animal  forms  en  bavbotine  and  appeared  in  the  Constantine  period 
(early  IV.  Century),  Kcenen,  p.  hi,  XVIII.,  16.  Cf.  Walters, 
Cat..  M  2431,  fig.  236.

12.  Partly  restored  beaker  or  goblet,  form  54. 

Thin  hard  paste,  coated  with  bronze  coloured  glaze  of  metallic  lustre. 

In  a  middle  band  round  the  body  defined  by  rows  of  dots,  slender  stalks 
ending  in  leaves  and  spikes  of  blossom,  cn  barbotine.

5.  Fragment,  including  base  and  one  handle,  of  two-handled 
cup,  form  9. 

Hard  dark  brown  paste  coated  with  dark  red-brown  glaze  of  metallic  lustre. 

Round  the  upright  side,  portion  of  a  scroll  with  leaves  cn  barbotine. 

Walters,  Cat.  M  2438,  fig.  239. 

This  is  one  of  the  types  of  Roman  earthenware  vessels  from  the 
Pudding-Pan  Rock,  off  the  coast  of  Kent,  described  in  the  Pvoc. 
Soc.  Antiq.,  2  Ser.,  XXI.,  p.  268,  fig.  1,  believed  by  Mr.  Reg.  Smith, 
to  be  part  of  the  cargo  of  a  vessel  wrecked  between  A.D.  160 
and  190. 

3.  Rhenish  Ware. 

The  so-called  Rhenish  ware,  which  is  represented  in  York 
Museum  by  four  whole  vessels  and  fragments,  usually  occurs  in 
the  form  of  thin-sided,  round-bodied  beakers  or  goblets  with 
cylindrical  neck  and  high  foot,  which  become  taller  and  slenderer 
in  proportion  according  as  they  appear  at  a  later  date,  but  jugs 
and  flasks  are  often  met  with.  They  are  coated  with  brown,  red 
or  black  glaze  of  metallic  lustre,  on  which  inscriptions  of  con¬ 
vivial  character  and  simple  ornamentation  are  applied  in  opaque 
white  slip. 

The  inscriptions  found  at  York  are  AXASI,  DAMI,  MISCEMI, 
VIVATIS  Handbook  of  York  Museum ,  p.  99,  XB.  C.I.L.,  XIII., 
pars.  III.,  fasc.  II.,  p.  532,  10018,  gives  a  list  of  inscriptions  of 
similar  character  found  in  the  three  Gaulish  and  two  German 


provinces. 


EXCAVATIONS. 
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The  grit-stone  has  dowel  holes;  a  portion  is  continued 
towards  the  present  Bootham  Bar,  where  it  probably  meets 
the  return  wall  along  Petergate.  When  that  street  was 
excavated  for  the  drainage  in  1893,  the  present  writer  noticed 
about  6  feet  from  the  surface,  Roman  concrete  extending  from 
within  the  Bar  towards  Petergate  for  a  distance  of  30  feet. 

The  gateway  foundations  were  revealed  in  1835  during  the 
formation  of  St.  Leonard’s  Place.  Wellbeloved  indicates  the 
plan  in  his  work  on  Eburacum,  published  in  1842,  and  states 
that  at  the  distance  of  11  feet  from  the  S.W.  side  of  the 
Bar  “  was  found  the  outer  face  of  a  wall,  3  feet  in  thickness, 
at  right  angles  with  the  rampart  wall  and  the  angle  formed  bv 
the  joining  of  the  two  walls,  composed  of  large  blocks  of  coarse 
grit,  one  of  these  measuring  3  feet  3  inches  in  breadth  by  5 
feet  8  inches  in  length  and  1  foot  3  inches  in  depth.  These 
large  stones  were  closely  jointed,  but  did  not  seem  to  have 
been  laid  with  mortar.  They  had  dove-tailed  holes  in  them, 
such  as  are  now  called  by  workmen  luis-holes.  On  a  further 
search,  just  within  the  archway  of  Bootham  Bar,  another  wall 
of  the  same  breadth,  corresponding  with  the  former  in  char¬ 
acter  and  direction,  was  found,  enclosing  with  the  former 
a  space  of  about  20  feet,  and  extending  towards  the  city 
about  30  feet  from  the  face  of  the  rampart  wall.  It  is  highly 
probable,  not  to  say  certain,  that  this  was  a  remnant  of  one  of 
the  gates  of  Eboracum.'’  *  *  *  “  Near  this  opening  large 

stones  of  grit,  some  of  them  rudely  sculptured,  were  found, 
appearing  to  have  formed  part  of  a  pediment  or  frieze.  On 
one  of  them  is  seen  a  quadriga  in  front. ”* 

The  sculptured  stones  are  in  the  lower  room  of  the 
Hospitium.  One  (PI.  IV.  Fig.  5)  has  a  rude  representation  of  a 
quadriga  or  chariot  drawn  by  four  horses,  and  measures  2  feet 
10  inches  long,  1  foot  4  inches  high  and  1  foot  10  inches  wide. 
The  sculptured  panel  projects  7  inches  from  the  face  of  the 
stonework.  Another  (PI.  IV.Fig.6)has  a  moulded  top,  and  below 
is  depicted  a  Triton  blowing  his  concha  or  shell  trumpet,  and 
is  2  feet  4  inches  long,  1  foot  3  inches  high  and  5  inches  thick. 
A  third  (PI.  V.  Fig.  7)  is  a  portion  of  an  ornamental  frieze  deeply

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whilst  the  memory  of  the  portrayal  of  the  great  historic 
events,  so  charmingly  performed,  not  only  in  the  costumes  of 
the  various  periods,  but  in  some  cases  upon  the  actual  original 
site,  will  remain  indelibly  imprinted  on  the  minds  and 
memories  of  the  spectators,  especially  the  school  children, 
for  the  rest  of  their  lives,  and  will  by  them  be  handed  on  to 
their  children’s  children.  The  Pageant  was  in  every  way 
worthy  of  our  ancient  city.  The  Episodes,  seven  in  number, 
extended  from  the  dim  distance  of  legendary  possibilities,  800 
years  before  Christ,  through  the  300  years  of  the  Roman 
occupation,  when  York  probably  attained  its  highest  position 
and  was  known  as  “  Altera  Roma,”  traced  the  history  of  our 
ancient  city  under  Danish,  Saxon  and  Norman  Conquerors, 
portrayed  in  rich  and  never-to-be-forgotten  life-like  pictures, 
the  principal  events  of  the  reigns  of  the  Plantaganets,  the 
Tudors  and  the  Stuarts,  so  far  as  they  had  been  enacted  in 
and  around  our  ancient  city.  It  is  probable  that  from  fifty  to 
sixty  thousand  strangers  visited  our  Gardens,  including  many 
of  our  American  Cousins,  who  warmly  appreciated  the  meeting 
between  the  representatives  of  Old  and  New  York,  and  to  put 
the  Pageant  on  the  lowest  level,  this  cannot  fail  to  have  been 
a  magnificent  advertisement  not  only  of  the  beauties  of  our 
Gardens,  but  of  the  archaeological  and  historic  relics  preserved 
and  treasured  by  our  Society. 

As  already  mentioned,  the  financial  position  of  your  Society 
has  benefited  considerably  from  the  Pageant,  and  instead  of 
our  expenditure  exceeding  our  income  by  ££o,  as  was  the  case 
last  year,  our  Annual  Statement  shews  the  satisfactory  balance 
of  income  over  expenditure  of  £388  14s.  id.  Your  Council 
recommend  that  a  substantial  portion  of  this  surplus  should 
be  applied  in  the  preservation  of  the  ruins  of  St.  Mary’s  Abbey 
and  St.  Leonard’s  Hospital,  where  the  ravages  of  time  and 
weather  are  unceasing  and  often  unobserved,  and  a  report  by 
Messrs.  Platnauer  and  Benson  referred  to  in  last  year’s  pro¬ 
ceedings  will,  we  hope,  now  be  acted  upon. 

During  the  past  year  our  Delegates  attended  the  Meeting 
of  the  British  Association  at  Winnipeg,  where  they  were 
joined  by  your  President,  Dr.  Tempest  Anderson,  at  the 
conclusion  of  his  voyage  round  the  world. 
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being  taken  on  Jan.  4th  at  9  p.m.,  the  lowest,  28*305  inches, 
on  Dec.  3rd  at  9  a.m. 

Rain  or  Snow  (0*005  inches  or  more)  fell  on  225  days,  the 
same  number  as  in  1908,  the  amount  of  rainfall  was,  how¬ 
ever,  24*75  inches,  an  increase  of  nearly  3  inches  for  the  year. 
This  is  equivalent  to  an  increase  of  nearly  14  o/°  for  the  year, 
and  justifies  the  memories  linked  with  the  uncomfortable 
rehearsals  and  lamentable  performances  of  the  York  Pageant. 

The  wettest  months  were  December,  March,  August,  with 
rainfalls  amounting  to  4*37,  3.36,  and  2*86  inches  respectively, 
while  November,  January  and  February  yielded  0.47,  0*59, 
and  070  inches  respectively. 

The  cumulative  totals  for  the  wettest  months  since  1841 
are  now  October  186*51  inches,  August  18375  inches,  and 
July  171*36  inches.  The  heaviest  rainfall  occurred  on  Aug. 
17th,  when  *98  inch  fell.  A  phenomenal  fall  of  snow  occurred 
on  December  20 — 21. 

Observations  on  the  winds  show  that  we  have  had  to  record 
during  the  year  the  occurrence  of  32  “  strong  winds,”  9 
“  calms,”  both  being  lower  than  in  1908.  The  chief  air 
currents  were  W.  (181),  S.  (147),  N.E.  (121),  S.W.  (70), 
E.  (62),  N.W.  (61). 

Days  of  “  clear  ”  sky  numbered  49  as  in  1908,  “  overcast  ” 
128  as  against  130  for  1908.  There  were  13  thunderstorms 
and  23  "fogs,”  a  reduction  of  13  on  the  previous  year.  Snow 
fell  on  31  days,  chiefly  in  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  though 
two  occurred  in  May  ! 

Bright  sunshine  again  suffered  a  reduction  from  1259  hours 
to  1145,  this  representing  only  26%  of  possible  sunshine. 

The  Observatory. — The  Observatory  and  its  instruments 
are  all  in  good  working  order.  The  view  from  the  dome  had 
been  getting  more  and  more  restricted  every  year  owing  to  the 
growth  of  the  trees,  and  therefore  the  opportunity  was  taken 
at  the  time  of  the  Pageant  to  lop  the  branches  of  the  more 
obtrusive  trees,  with  the  result  that  the  equatorial  is  now  able 
to  sweeping  a  much  larger  area  of  sky,  especially  towards  the 
east. 
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The  appearance  of  the  beautiful  daylight  comet,  No.  1  of 
1910,  presented  a  great  opportunity  for  those  interested  in 
astronomy,  many  of  whom  were  not  slow  to  avail  themselves 
of  a  telescopic  view  of  that  very  beautiful  object.  Halley’s 
comet,  unfortunately,  never  presented  a  very  striking  appear¬ 
ance  during  its  present  return. 

Library. — The  Librarian  has  nothing  of  special  interest  to 
report  about  the  past  year.  With  regard  to  the  future,  he  is 
happy  to  say  that  Dr.  Anderson’s  additions  to  the  Museum 
will  most  probably  greatly  benefit  the  Library.  We  may  look 
forward  to  a  relief  from  the  present  congestion  :  possibly  to 
total  rearrangement  on  a  more  satisfactory  basis. 

Ornithology. — Several  additions  have  been  made  during 
the  past  year,  both  as  regards  dead  specimens  and  eggs  and 
also  in  respect  of  living  birds  for  the  aviaries.  The  Hon. 
Curator  reports  that  all  the  collections  are  in  good  order. 

Zoology. — The  collection  of  small  mammals,  both  mounted 
and  in  skins,  is  steadily  being  added  to,  and  all  the  collections 
are  in  excellent  condition.  Two  albino  Hedgehogs,  which 
were  presented  to  the  Society  nearly  two  years  ago,  are  still 
alive. 

Field  Naturalists’  Section. — The  Committee  have  great 
pleasure  in  reporting  that  the  progress  of  the  Society  has  been 
well  maintained  during  the  Summer  and  Winter  Sessions. 
Fifteen  fortnightly  meetings  have  been  held  in  the  Museum, 
and  the  members  have  had  four  Field  Excursions.  The  first 
Excursion  was  to  Skipwith  Common.  The  chief  object  of  the 
visit  was  to  observe  the  colony  of  the  B.H.  Gulls  which  breed 
there.  The  second  field  day  was  in  Askham  Bogs.  On  this 
occasion  Mr.  W.  Ingham,  B.A.,  recorded  a  rare  sedge,  Carex 
paradoxa.  The  third  Excursion  was  to  Beckdale  Woods,  by 
kind  permission  of  Lord  Feversham.  The  botanists  had  a 
very  good  day,  over  100  species  of  Plants  were  seen  in  flower. 
The  last  field  Excursion  was  to  Strensall  Common,  where  a 
large  party  spent  a  pleasant  day.  The  result  of  the  Excursions 
will  be  found  duly  recorded  in  the  Sectional  books. 
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During  the  winter,  papers  were  read  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Taylor 
on  the  Little  Owl  ( Athene  noctua)  ;  Mr.  V.  G.  F.  Zimmerman  on 
the  Wagtails,  his  remarks  were  illustrated  by  cases  containing 
Skins,  Clutches  of  Eggs  and  Nests  of  the  White,  Pied,  Grey, 
and  Yellow  Wagtail  ;  Mr.  S.  H.  Smith  read  a  paper  on  “What 
we  know  about  the  Eel  ”  ;  Mr.  G.  A.  Russell,  a  paper  on  the 
Salmonidce  ;  Mr.  Geo.  Macbin,  Entomological  Notes  for  1909; 
Mr.  R.  Dutton,  Lepidoptera  of  Askham  Bogs  ;  Mr.  T.  J. 
Martin,  The  Genus  Helix.  On  this  occasion  Mr.  Sowden 
showed  six  large  cases  containing  a  large  collection  of  the 
Genus  Helix,  showing  every  species  of  that  Genus,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Helix  revelala  ;  Mr.  Geo.  Benson,  A.R.I.B.A., 
read  some  interesting  notes  on  the  Geological  Maps  of 
Yorkshire. 

On  the  13th  of  Oct.,  1909,  at  the  invitation  of  the  President 
(Mr.  H.  J.  Wilkinson)  over  100  members  and  friends  enjoyed 
a  pleasant  social  evening  in  the  Museum.  The  proceedings 
were  opened  by  the  President,  who,  in  the  course  of  an  address, 
gave  a  brief  History  of  the  Yorkshire  Philosophical  Society, 
also  the  formation  of  the  York  and  District  Field  Naturalists’ 
Society  in  1874.  In  the  course  of  the  evening  a  large  number 
of  Lantern  Views  were  shown  and  explained  by  Mr.  Oxley 
Grabham,  Mr.  Herbert  Lazenby,  Dr.  A.  H.  Burtt,  Mr.  Ralph 
M  oore  and  Mr.  E.  W.  Taylor.  There  was  also  an  exceedingly 
large  and  interesting  exhibition  of  various  objects  of  Natural 
History,  which  represented  the  Field  work  of  23  members  of 
the  Society. 

As  a  rule  there  has  been  a  good  attendance  at  the  Lectures 
and  on  Exhibit  nights,  and  some  very  interesting  exhibits 
have  been  shown  by  the  following  Members  : — Mr.  Herbert 
Stansheld,  Mr.  William  Bellerby,  Mr.  William  Ingham,  Dr. 
Hitchcock,  Mr.  T.  H.  Martin,  Mr.  J.  H.  Evers,  Dr.  A.  H. 
Burtt,  Mr.  Guy  Howard,  Mr.  Robert  Dutton,  Mr.  V.  G.  F. 
Zimmerman,  Mr.  Sydney  Smith,  Mr.  F.  B.  Sissons,  Mr. 
Harry  Dale,  Mr.  Samuel  Walker,  Mr.  Geo.  Macbin,  Mr.  H. 
Dobson,  Mr.  A.  Smith,  Mr.  Ralph  Moore,  Mr.  H.  Sowden, 
Air.  H.  Lazenby,  Mr.  E.  W.  Taylor,  and  Mr.  F.  W.  Lockwood. 

The  Society  now  has  65  Members,  and  a  balance  in  hand 
and  at  the  bank  of  £32  6s.  6d. 
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Photographic  Section. — The  prosperity  of  the  Section 
and  the  interest  taken  in  the  meetings  were  somewhat  inter¬ 
fered  with  owing  to  the  absence  abroad,  for  scientific  purposes, 
of  the  President,  Dr.  Anderson.  The  Section  having  been 
thus  deprived  of  his  assistance  and  advice,  has  not  been  so 
successful  and  active  in  its  operations  as  would  otherwise 
have  been  the  case,  and  material  for  only  three  meetings  was 
available. 

During  the  winter  1908-1909,  three  meetings  were  held,  at 
the  first  of  which  in  November,  1908,  a  number  of  slides  of 
Belgian  views  were  shown  by  Mr.  Dennis  Taylor,  and  others 
of  the  neighbourhood  of  Whitby  and  Sandsend  by  Miss 
Laura  Todd. 

The  second  meeting  was  held  in  January,  1909,  when  Mr. 
John  Gash,  of  Leeds,  gave  a  lecture  on  “  Colour  Photography,” 
which  was  illustrated  by  a  series  of  admirable  slides. 

In  March,  1909,  Mr.  Hervey  Rutherford  showed  slides  of 
views  taken  during  a  tour  in  Southern  Spain  and  Italy  which 
illustrated  the  leading  architectural  features  of  those  countries. 

The  membership  of  the  Section  has  slightly  increased.

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ROMAN  POTTERY  FOUND  IN  BRITAIN. 


Grey  vessels  of  similar  ornamentation  to  Castor  ware  were 
made  in  Belgium  and  Germany  and  are  met  with  in  the  Rhine 
provinces  (Dechelette,  II.,  p.  31 1),  and  vessels  with  enamel  or 
vitreous  glaze  of  a  malachite  green  colour.

On  the  red  glazed  wares  ( terra  sigillata)  it  first  appears  in  the 
form  of  a  leaf  with  tendril  (variously  described  as  ivy  leaf,  cordi- 
form  leaf,  lotus  bud,  with  stalk)  on  the  surface  of  the  wide  rims  of 
shallow  bowls  (forms  35,  36,  42)  in  the  second  half  of  the  I. 
Century,  being  found  in  the  Andernach  graves  with  coins  of 
Claudius  (A.D.  41 — 54)  and  in  the  burnt  layer  of  Neuss  destroyed 
A.D.  69.

The  early  well-baked  glossy  bowls  represented  at  York  were 
made  at  La  Granlesenque  and  Lezoux  only,  and  at  Lezoux 
barbotine  was  employed  to  form  the  tufts  of  foliage  which  separate 
the  moulded  and  applied  figures  on  vases  of  globular  and  ovoid 
shape  (forms  54  and  72)  illustrated  on  Plate  IV.,  4,  which  belong 
to  the  III.  Century.

Bowls,  form  35,  and  two  handled  cups,  form  9,  made  at  Lezoux. 
are  represented  among  the  specimens  obtained  by  dredging  over 
the  Pudding-Pan  Rock,  Whitstable,  described  by  Mr.  Reg.  Smith, 
Pvoc.  Soc.  Antiq .,  London ,  Vol.  XXI.  (1907),  fig.  opp.  p.  279,  4,  5,6, 
and  p.  6,  fig.  1. 

At  Rheinzabern  ( Tres  Tabeviuc,  in  Germania  Superior ),  from  the 
middle  of  the  II.  Century  to  about  A.D.  260,  when  the  potteries 
were  destroyed,  the  same  kind  of  ornament  was  applied  in  still 
greater  richness  and  variety  to  vases  of  similar  shape  and  also  to 
upright-sided  bowls  ( deversoria ),  form  45,  bowls  with  wide  over¬ 
turned  rims,  form  43,  and  large  two-handled  drinking  cups  (can- 
thari ),  form  53,  but  no  examples  were  observed  at  York,  except  a 
much  rubbed  fragment  of  the  latter.
